Tonics:—There is a large list of 
drugs that may be used as tonics and 
one or more of them are added to all 
of the preparations that are sold as 
stock foods. 
Many of these so-called 
stock foods have very little value as 
stock foods and still less as medicine. 
There is no drug or combination 
of
